“PRINTING GRAB” OF CON- 
SnRAIORS IS DECREASED 


Henceforth Council Proceedings W ill 
be Published in Booklets, All 
Printers Bidding on Work 


At its special meeting Monday ev­ 


ening, the common council decided 


not to publish in the official paper 


hereafter, any other matters, 
than 


those required by law, or 
ordered 


specially by the council. 


The Leader-Press was 
made the 
official paper, at the exorbitant rate 
of 60 cents per folio for the first in­ 
sertion and 36 cents per folio for sub­ 
sequent insertions, on the advice of 
our city attorney, Paul W. Mahoney, 
who said that this publication was the 
only one which could legally hold the 
city contract. 
This makes it possible 
for the Chronicle to get its “ divvy” 
only on printing directed by law to 
be published in the official paper. 
It was voted that the council pro­ 
ceedings shall be published in book 
form at the end of eve*y year, and 
that all job printers and newspapers 
will have the privilege of bidding on 
the work. 
Hence, the “ printing grab” 
of the organs is, at least, materially 
deminished and the taxpayers are not 
forced 
to 
disgorge 
so 
large 
an 
amount.

also was the result of influence brought to bear by Mayor Torrance, rath­ 
er than an general conviction that Mr. Mahoney was right as to the law. 
The mayor felt that as a party principle it would be 
unwise 
to 
reject 
the opinion of the duly elected city attorney and to this was due the final 
decision to rebuke the conspiracy and at the same time to give the print­ 
ing to the job printers, there being a certainty that in this manner there 
would be competition for the work. 


The Chronicle estimates that it and the Leader-Press 
lost 
$1,200 
by 
the decision, and that the job printers of the city 
made 
a 
similar 
amount. 
The first estimate is correct, but the second is wrong as com­ 
petition is sure to reduce the price to something like a reasonable fig­ 
ure. 


The intimation that The Tribune lost by the plan is wrong. It had 
entered into an arrangement with an honorable 
German 
publisher to 
compete for the business, and 
when the project to try the job print­ 
ing plan was raised midway 
in the contest, it felt in honor bound 
to continue the contest. 
The outcome means a rebuke to the Lead- 
er-Chronicle conspirators, as well as a distinct saving 
to the taxpayers, 
and this saving must be credited to 
the 
work 
of 
John 
Downs, 
Bacheller, Rose Rehfuss, Muenzenberger, and their associates who de­ 
feated the determination of the 
city attorney to force the thing through 
without further consideration at the regular May meeting on the ground 
that the law required it, although he has since admitted that the law did 
not require it These men were aided in their efforts by The Tribune. The 
Outcome should be satisfactory to every body but 
the Leader-Chronicle 
conspirators and the friends of that outfit; the mayor adroitly carried his

Nearly every city in the country has its United Gas Improvement company

railway company, sometimes it is an alliance of public-service corporations, 
but the methods are the same and the results are the same.

Tok lo, May 31.—Admiral Togo has 


wired Admiral Yamamoto, minister of 
the navy, as follows: “Tho main force 


of the Russian second and third Meets 
Is nearly annihilated.

London. May 31.—The 
St. Peters­ 
burg correspondent of The Standard 
asserts that Mine. Rojestvensky, wife 
of the commander of the Russian fleet, 
has received a telegram from Vladi­ 
vostok signed by her husband, saying 
that he has arrived there on board the 
cruiser Alma . and is severely wounded 
in the neck, back and abdomen.
